Herbee subacaules. Foliorum petiolus usque ad 20 em longum geniculo 
cire. 2 em longo instructus, inferne vaginatus superne canaliculatus; lamina 
oblonga vel elliptica apice acuminata basi cuneata 32-39 em longa 14-15 cm 
lata, nervis late:alibus I utrinque cire. 13, angulo circ. 40° a costa abeuntibus 
marginem versus leviter arcuatim adseendentibus. Pedunculus ad 39 cm 
longus pars stipitiformis cire. 27 cm longa inferne spatha adnatus. Spatha 
alba, oblonga, basi pedunculo breviter decurrens, apice breviter acuminata ad 
12 cm longa, medio 5 cm lata ; spadix virescens cylindroideus 2-3 cm longus 
7-8 mm crassus stipitatus stipis cire. 2 cm longis. Perigonium album dein 
virescens circ. 2 mm longum, circ. 3 mm latum. Pistilla ovoidea quam stamina 
paullum breviora perigonium asquantia, loculis pluriovulatis. 

Hab. W. Caroline. Palau : near Graldok waterfall, Aimiriik, Babeldaob, 
April 3,1938 (Hatusima, nos. 4570-type, 4573). 

This is the second species of this genus found in Asia. The nearest alliance 
of this species is S. commutatum Sciiott from Malysia, but it is easily distin- 
guished from the latter by its oblong leaves and its smaller spathe with much 
smaller spadix. 

Khaphidophora Kanehirss Hatusima, sp. nov. (Fig. 1, g-j).

The present species is very near Rhaphidopliora Engleri Kanehira, but is 
easily distinguished by its slender branchlets with smaller leaves, its smaller 
spadix.
